first is a good time to start farm ac­ 
counts.

Clean Seed—Seed 
for all 
small 
grains, grasses and clover should he 
cleaned with a good fanning mill be­ 
fore planting.

of weeds, a better stand and a larger 
yield for the crop grown. Clean your 
seed now before the rush of seeding 
time arrives.

To increase the tem­ 
perature in the incubator to 105 de­ 
grees during the last two days may 
increase the per cent hatch. 
Farm Sanitation—It is unnecessary 
to add chemicals to the septic tank 
for the decomposition of sewage, ac­ 
cording to State College specialists. 
The bacteria 
present in the waste 
automatically dispose of 
it if the 
tank is properly constructed. 
Spring Lambs—At 
this time 
of 
year it is important that the shepherd 
take every precaution to start tho 
lambs on grain as soon as they com­ 
mence to eat, at two or three weeks 


of age. 
Grain 
gives strength, in­ 
sures larger lambs, quick maturity 
and provides more weight when mar­ 
keted . 
Oat Smut—Diseases of oats carried 
over on surface borne fungi such as 
smut can be largely controlled by 
the “dry method” of formaldehyde 
spraying. 
Spread the oat seed on a 
dry, clean barn floor, and give each 
shovelful a good spraying as it fs 
turtled over. 
Use commercial for­ 
maldehyde in a 
fifty-fifty solution 
with water. 
Woodlot Plantings—Early 
spring 
is the time to plant seeds sin the farm 
woodlot. 
Seeds lying on the ground 
will have difficulty in forcing the new 
root below the surface and will not 
develop. 
Why not collect acorns and 
other seeds which are usually to be 
found on the ground after the snow 
has gone, and plant them? 
A stick 
will make a large enough hole and 
such seeds will germinate early. 
It 
is 
a better, 
quicker and 
cheaper 
method than tree planting.

as 
was a portion of the cheek which the 
X-ray indicated the discase had pene­ 
trated .
